tion of birds 
From the time when Abbott 
II. 
Thayer, back in 1901, first directed 
public attention 
to 
th e 
value 
of 
guarding 
and 
protecting 
breeding 
colonies of water-birds, th e Audubon 
Society’s effort in this line bas in­ 
creased 
annually. 
At 
the ipresent 
time, 
our 
wardens 
guard 
almost 
every colony of importance on the 
islands and beaches of the Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts of tin* Fritted States 
.Many nesting colonies in the interior 
of the country likewise receive this 
protection. 
During the summ er of 1913, about 
2.000.00b 
water 
birds, 
embracing 
m any species, are believed to have 
been gathered In the rookeries, made 
safe from in trusion by the National 
Association’s agents. 
The most haz­ 
ardous positions in connection with 
this work are held by those wardens 
who in the Southern states stand 
guard 
over the colonies of \\ bite 
Egrets. 
T h a n k s to the very liberal su p ­ 
port which the members and frie nds 
of the Association have provided d u r ­ 
ing the past few years, we have been 
able to seek out these colonies, which 
are usually hidden deep in tile cy­ 
press swamps, and safeguard them 
d u rin g the season when the birds 
b e a r plumes 
Some killing, of course 
still goes on. especially at the feed­ 
ing grounds, miles away from the 
rookeries, but the great slaughter in 
the United States has been checked. 
Already 
the birds are showing

m arked increase in several important 
regions of the south.

Former Governor Howard of Mary- 
land gave Mr. I hi via his start iii life 
by employing him us a boy on his 
farm 
The railroad buslm*Hs in flu*

Later Young Davis got a Job as bruke 
luau on til'* Baltimore aud Ohio rail 
road. 
When he was twenty four yearn old 
Mr. Davis was made superintendent in 
< barge of the running of all trains on 
(lie road. 
In 1853 he married Miss 
Rat/, of Frederick, Md., who remained 
his constant companion through near 
ly fifty year* of married life until her 
dtath iii December. 1902. 
Soon after his marriage Mr Davis 
was made the agent of the Baltimore 
and ohio at Piedmont. 
He had not 
been stationed ut tilts place long he 
fore he realized that there were splen 
did opportunities for building a suc­ 
cessful business in the shipping of coal 
, J and lumber. 
Ile sent for his brother. 
William It Davis, aud established birr 
I In this business, 
A year later he loft 
the Baltimore and Ohio and became 
the head of the brin of Davis Brothers, 
ti# voting all of his attention to the de 
velopinent of the business. 


Elected to United States Senate. 
After serving in the assembly and 
senate in West Virginia Mr. Davis in 
187<> was offered the nomination for 
congress from his district, but refused 
it. and the following winter he was 
elected to the United States senate 
and took his seat on March 4. 1871. He 
continued to serve In the senate for 
twelve years, being re-elected for the 
second term of six years in 1876 ai 
most without opposition, many of the 
Republican members of the state leg­ 
islature voting for him. 
He was the Democratic nominee for 
vice president in 1904, running with 
Alton B. Barker. 
The Democratic national convention 
in that year was held In 8t. Louis. The 
nomination of Mr. Davis came on the 
first ballot, taken shortly after mid­ 
night. July IO, after Alton B. Barker 
had received the nomination for presi­ 
dent. 
The election resulted In a decisive 
defeat 
for 
the 
Democratic 
ticket. 
Roosevelt and Fairbanks, the Repub­ 
lican nominees, received am electoral 
vote of 336 to 
140 for Barker and 
Davis.
